ANTITANK DEFENSES 


NE of the salient objectives of mili- 
tary science—the element of surprise 
was achieved by the British when they 
loosed upon the Germans an avalanche of 
tractors upon wheels. Though it is now be- 
lieved that the English did not utilize 
their new weapon to the fullest possible 
extent, strategians were quick to claim 
that here was the weapon that would win 
wars ... just as was prophesied for gas 
after the Germans loosed it upon the 
Canadians at Ypres. 

But the Ethiopians and more recently 
the Spaniards proved that, even without 
weapons, the tank could be stopped, and 
now the United States Infantry, with its 
new 37 mm antitank gun, as fine as any 
of like calibre in the world they say, be- 
lieves that it has put the tank into its 
proper niche among the implements of 
warfare. 

“The tank,” they say, “is like the in 
fantryman. To advance it must have ade 
quate fire support, both before and dur- 
ing the attack.” 

If it does not... 

Well, on the American defense line will 
he three weapons capable of putting the 
tank as it is now built out of commission. 

One is the new 37 mm antitank gun, 
immeasurably superior to the old 37 mm 
which was adopted from the 1916 model 
of the French, and which had a muzzle 
velocity of only 1,376 foot seconds. Fig- 
ures on the new 37, eagerly sought by 
foreign nations are carefully guarded by 
the Infantry, but it is admitted that it 
will pierce any tank armor yet designed 
at quite distant ranges. 

Provision for equipping every infantry 
regiment with this weapon was made in 
the 1989 Army supply bill. Ordnance De 
partment arsenals are ready to begin de 
liveries of this weapon in less than a 
month. Orders were placed for the guns 
last July; for the carriages in October. 
Some of the guns are complete, at Water- 
Vliet Arsenal, and the carriages are com- 
ing along at Rock Island. Sights are be- 
ing made at Frankfort Arsenal. 

Delivery of six of these guns to every 
Infantry regiment will be completed be- 
fore the end of 1939, with first guns go 
ing to the second division which will be 
gin maneuvers in Texas this year to test 
the new infantry regimental and divi- 
sional organizations. 

The new appropriations bills moreover 
earry funds for more of the 37 mms., 
which will go to the National Guard 
regiments. 

The gun, now us under the old organi 
zation, will go to the antitank platoon 
of the headquarters company. Under the 
new tables there will be six guns in each 





regiment, each served by a squad of five | 


men in peace and six in war. This squad 
is sufficient to move the gun behind the 
half-ton prime mover or to manhandle it 
over short distances. The gun may be 
fired either from its wheeled mount or 
from the ground. 

By having the guns under regimental 
command they may be placed along that

The War Department’s proposed age 
in-grade method of forced attrition will 


be taken up for consideration by the 
House Committee on Military Affairs 
Tuesday, May 16. 

Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D. Gasser, USA, 


assistant chief of staff, G-1, will be one 
of the first witnesses, explaining the De 
partment’s views on why the “vitaliza 
tion” legislation is needed and the effect 
it will have on the active and retired list 
in coming years. 

The Department is now engaged in 
drawing new forecast charts for the com 
mittee along the line of those released 
last week (published in the ARMY AND 
Navy JournaL of May 6). Those previ 
ously released, it was stated at the De 
partment this week, were made hurriedly 
and from data which was not entirely 
up-to-date. The new forecasts, it Is said, 
will not show quite as much forced attri 
tion as the earlier ones and not quite a> 
fast promotion.

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Gen. Marshall’s Selection as Chief of 


President Roosevelt late last month chose a chief of staff of the Army to succeed 
General Malin Craig when that officer retires Aug. $1. The choice was made by going 
pust the major generals, far down the list of brigadier generals, to pick Brig. Gen. 
George C. Marshall. Widespread editorial comment was provoked by the selection 
comment which was uniformly approving. 


The Washington, I. ©, Star says, “Reaching well down in the list of eligibles, 
resident Roosevelt has chosen as the next chief of staff of the Army a. brilliant 
officer of the younger group, exceptionally well fitted to supervise, America’s military 
machine in a most critical period of its development. In appointing Brig. Gen. George 
(. Marshall to the key staff job, Mr. Roosevelt adheres to his general policy of infusing 
young blood into the high command of national defense in preparation for any emer- 
gency. The commander in chief of the Army and Navy already has practiced his 
rejuvenation policy on the Navy, having recently ordered the comparatively youthful 
Rear Adm. Harold R. Stark to succeed Adm, William DD. Leahy as chief of naval 
operations ... 

“It is hard, of course, on the able generals who were pussed over by the Presi- 
dent in considering the appointment, but the choice of General Marshall was in no 
way « reflection on the capabilities of any of them. These officers are good soldiers 
al! and they know as well as the President the necessity for strengthening and 
streamlining the military high command in tune with the times. In fact the military 
‘yrapevine’ reports that General Marshall's promotion is being received with wide 
spread favor among his fellow officers, with whom he has been generally popular.” 


The Montgomery, Ala., Advertiser observes, “In making this selection the Pres 
ident passed over a number of generals who are older in the service than Marshall, 
who is only 58, and so as the AP says Marshall will rank ‘among the youngest ever 
to attain the post.’ 

“He is a soldier of the new type. What he knows was learned not in 1898, but 
in 1917 and 1918, and since. He is familiar with and has a feeling for the realities 
of modern war, He is a brilliant man who comes into a position of great responsibility 
uta critical point in modern history.” 


Speculates the Los Angeles, Calif., Vimes, “President Roosevelt takes an un- 
usual, though not unprecedented, step in picking a new chief of staff... and one 
which may: be the first part of an Army shake-up such as has been rumored recently. 
It has been bruited in Washington that the administration has decided to try younger

The Tulsa, Okla, World states, “Breaking most precedents, President Roosevelt 
muned General George |. Marshall to be chief of staff of the Army. In this appoint 
ment he cut through customary procedure and clevated a man who had not come 
from West Point and who had not been specially fostered by the senior elements of 
the Army. The elevation of the general is rather reminiscent of the action in the case 
of General Pershing. Theodore Roosevelt’ gave Pershing a lift over a whole flock 
of colonels and generals. Time proved the value of this action.” 


The Richmond, Va., Times-Dispatch says, “He is still comparatively young at 58, 
and possessed of that powerful intellectual combination of imagination and good 
judgment that the Army needs at this time. Virginians, of course, will be gratified 
that the new chief of staff is a graduate of V. M.-L... 

“While he is relatively young for the high position he will assume on Aug. 31, he

The Atlanta, Ga., Constitution comments, “In selecting Brig. Gen. George ¢ 
Marshall, jr., to be the new chief of staff of the Army, President Roosevelt. a 
chosen the best man available in the service. Even the higher ranking officers, ove: 
whom General Marshall was jumped, admit that on merit alone the post was due hin 

“No peace-time chief of staff in history faces a more important job than Genera! 
Marshall, but he has proven through excellent service for more than 35 years that he 
has the ability, the tact and the training for his high office. 

“The elevation of General Marshall over more than a score of major generals 
comes as au surprise to the civilian population of the United States. But not to the 
Army. For the Army has known for years that when Marshall’s time came he couldn't 
be passed up.” 


“President Roosevelt broke no precedent,” states the Decatur, IIL, Merald and 
Review, “when he chose Brig. Gen. George C. Marshall to be Army chief of staff, 
commander in chief of the military branch of the national defense for the next four 
years... 

“There may be some grumbling in the Army but the appointment of General 
Marshall is accepted without particular concern by the general public even though 
other generals may have been better known. That unconcern can be explained by a 
similar disregard of Army seniority lists more than 30 years ago by another President 
Roosevelt. In 1906 Teddy Roosevelt promoted to the rank of brigadier general a 
promising Army captain. The fortunate captain was advanced ahead of SOO captains, 
muajors, lieutenant colonels and colonels who had outranked him. There was a furore 
inside the Army and out but Teddy stuck to his guns. The new brigadier general was 
John J. Pershing.” 


The Watertown, N. Y., Times, states: “It is gratifying to have these demonstra 
tions of the triumph of individuals in spite of handicaps. Who would have said this 
Pennsylvania boy could rise to the highest position in the Army over all competitors 
when he did not have a West Point training? Mr. Roosevelt does not hesitate to dis 
regard precedents, rules and forms. There seems to be a general agreement that 
in this promotion he has elevated one of the best qualified men in the service to be 
the chief officer of our Army at this important time.” 


In the same vein, the Reno, Nev., Gazette says, “Without belittling in any way 
the high standard of the West Point training, the country approves the system which 
gives the former ‘buck private’ a chance to aspire to the highest position in’ the 
Army, to advance along with the specially trained Military Academy officers when 
his ability warrants. It is a method of promotion that should inspire every man to put 
forth the best that is within him in view of the rewards that may be gained.” 

The Columbia, S. C.. State observes, “Brig. Gen. George C. Marshall, selected by 
the President to be chief of staff of the Army, is 5S—-six yeurs short of retirement for 
age. The normal necessities of the service, to say nothing of the expansion con 
templated for the next four years, suggests this all-important post should go to an 
officer in full vigor, and not, as the public sometimes has suspected, be reserved to 
round out gloriously the career of some general of distinguished past but decreasing 
present force, The proposals made from time to time that the rank of lieutenant gen 
eral be revived for our three ‘paper’ field armies suggest a handsome but harmless 
way of ‘recognizing’ distinguished generals nearing retirement for age.”

Seek Army Medical Bldg. 


Authorization for the construction of a 
$375,000 Medical School Building at Car- 
lisle Barracks, Pa., was requested this 
week by Secretary of War Harry H. 
Woodring. In a letter to the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives, Mr. Wood 
ring cited the expansion of the Army 
and present unsettled world conditions 
und asked early action on the bill. The 
measure has been introduced by Repre- 
sentative Andrew J. May, of Ky., Chair- 
man of the Military Affairs Committee. 

Secretary Woodring’s letter follows: 


There is enclosed the draft of a bill “Toe 
authorize appropriation for the construction 
of a Medical School Building at Carlisle Bar 
racks, Pa.’ which the War Department pre 
sents for the consideration of the Congress 
with a view to its enactment into law, 

This legislation is designed to obtain the 
necessary Congressional approval for the 
construction of the above building in order 
to provide safe and suitable facilities for the 
instruction of medical personnel at the Medi 
eal Field Service School, Carlisle Barracks, 
a 


This bill is submitted as a special piece of 
legislation in view of the fact that the build 
ing now used for the school is an old build 
ing Which has been condemned and ordered 
vacated. Based on an inspection made by 
structural engineer of April 27, the latter re- 
ported the building “unsafe for human oe 
eupaney” and that the structure is of such a 
nature as to make it impracticable to modify 
or re-enforce it sufficiently to continue it in 
service, 

In view of the above and in view of the 
urgent need for the continuation of the in- 
struction carried on at this field service 
school, especially under the present unsettled

USS Pope Saves Lindenbank 
Crew 


The entire crew and passenger list of 
the sinking steamship  Lindenbank, 
British, was rescued Muay 10 by the de 
stroyer Pope of the Asiatic Fleet, it was 
unnounced to the Navy Department by 
Admiral Harry E. Yarnell, commander in 
chief of the fleet. 

The Pope with 66) rescued persons 
aboard is proceeding to Ho Tlo, Philippine 
Islands. 

The Lindenbank, a steamer of 5,057 
xross tons, ran aground on a reef of the 
south side of Arena Island in the evening 
of May 9, but was refloated without as- 
sistance shortly after midnight, and pro- 
ceeded on her voyage. However, at 3:53 
a. m. she reported herself as sinking by 
the head five miles north of Arena Reef, 
and requested assistance. 

Admiral Yarnell dispatched the Pope 
and the Peary to Lindenbank’s assistance, 
and when the Pope sighted the merchant 
vessel at 10 a. m. her crew and passengers 
had already taken to the lifeboats.

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Adm. Leahy Named Governor 


President Roosevelt announced at his 
press conference yesterday that Admiral 
William D. Leahy, chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, will retire from the Navy upon the 
adjournment of Congress, and will re- 
place Maj. Gen. Blanton Winship, USA- 
Ret., as governor of Puerto Rico. 

The admiral is already eligible to re- 
tire, having reached the age of 64 early 
this month. Naval officials said that he 
will become the first retired Naval officer 
to hold a post of this type. Tuituila and 
Somoa have Naval governors, but these 
officers are on active duty. 

The President also a that he is 
in favor of the Navy's buying canned beef 
from Argentina. He said that the meat 
is much cheaper and of a better quality 
than American meat packers’ products, 

His comment was occasioned by the 
fact that the Navy Appropriation Bill for 
140, which has been passed by the House 
and is now being considered by the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, contains a 
proviso against the purchase of beef in 
the Argentine, 





Reserves on CCC 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week conducted hearings on the bill 
that would amend recently enacted law 
so as to exclude Reserve officers on active 
duty with the Civilian Conservation Corps 
from the benefits provided for Reserve 
officers called to active duty for periods 
in excess of thirty days and on the bill 
that provides that Reserve officers as- 
signed to active duty for periods of less 
than thirty days be included in the pro- 
Visions of the United States Employees 
Compensation Act. No action was taken 
by the committee on either bill, 

Assistant Director James J. McEntee, 
of the Civilian Conservation Corps, told 
the committee that he is opposed to grant- 
ing the Reserve officers assigned to active 
duty with the CCC© the additional privi- 
leges contained in the National Defense 
Act. He stated that at the present time, 
Reserve officers on active duty with the 
Coc receive more pay than “highly 
trained” civilian personnel and that this 
differential is detrimental to the morale 
of the CCC, He said that he does not be- 
lieve that duty with the CCC can be in any 
way construed as military duty and 
pointed out that the Reserve officers are 
working side by side with civilian per- 
sonnel, He pointed out that the 5,146 Re- 
serve officers on active duty with the CCC 
require a $21,000,000 expenditure of CCC 
funds. He also stated that in his opinion 
civilians could carry on the work of the 
CCC as well as Reserve officers. 

A saving of $6,000,000 a year could be 
effected by employing civilians instead of 
Reserve officers, he declared, adding that 
in his opinion, it would be possible to hire 
Reserve officers in a civilian status and at 
smaller pay to carry on the camps, 

Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D, Gasser, Assistant 
Chief of Staff, appeared before the com- 
mittee to urge enactment of the measure 
that would place Reserve officers who are 
on active duty for periods less than thirty 
days under the provisions of the U. 8. 
Employees Compensation Act. General 
Gasser said that the measure is highly 
desirable and should be enacted to pro- 
tect Reservists during summer training 
periods. The measure provides the bene 
fits of the U. S. Employees Compensation 
Act for all Reserve officers injured while 
on active duty for less than thirty days 
and for all Reserve officers who are killed 
or injured while on authorized inactive 
duty training.

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Military Medicine Convention 


The 10th International Congress of 
Military Medicine and Pharmacy will ad- 
journ this afternoon, ending the first half 
of its convention here. It will reconvene 
May 15 and then recess, while the dele- 
gates attending from 33 countries go to 
New York where the documentation part 
of the congress will be opened May 17. 
Final adjournment will come May 19. 

Holding its 47th annual convention at 
the same time was the Association of 
Military Surgeons of the United States, 
which however, adjourned Wednesday. 
Most of the sessions of the national as- 
sociation were held in conjunction with 
the sessions of the international congress. 

First meeting of the association was 
held May & at the Willard Hotel. Surgeon 
General Thomas Parran, U.S.PLILS., pre 
sided. That afternoon a joint meeting 
was held with the international congress 
at which papers on aviation medicine 
were discussed, 

Dr. Parron warned that the nation is 
not physically fit to go to war, Especially, 
he stressed, the high incident of venereal 
diseases must be cut among Americans. 

Comdr. Alexander G,. Lyle, of the Naval 
Dental Corps, stated that a dental splint, 
developed by the Navy, will be made 
standard equipment for naval aviators 
suffering ear disorders while flying. Com- 
mander Lyle read a paper prepared by 
Lt. Raymond A. Lowry, DC, now abourd 
the Yorktown, which was written as the 
result of a two-year study of the entire 
aviation personnel at Pensacola, Norfolk 
and aboard the Yorktown. The = study 
showed a definite relation between dis 
location of the jaws and ear disorders. 
Of 542 men examined, 83 suffered such 
dislocations and 26 of these were fitted 
with splints. Of these, 34.61 per cent re 
ported elimination of all symptonus ; 53.84 
per cent some relief and only 11.54 per 
cent no benefit. The splint is worn only 
while flying. 

A British surgeon, Air Commodore 
H. FE. Whittingham, described develop- 
ment of glare goggles, methods of assist- 
ing flyers to retain consciousness in power 
dives, and of determining and preserving 
physical fitness.

Rank For Corps Commanders 

Senator Morris Sheppard, of Texas, 
Chairman of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, this week introduced a bill 
that would provide for the rank of lieu 
tenant general of the Army for command 
ers of Corps Area and Foreign Depart- 
ments. Although the measure is not spon 
sored by the War Department, it is under- 
stood that the War Department would 
favor legislation granting the rank of 
lieutenant general to the four Army com- 
manders and the three department com- 
manders, 

Senator Sheppard's bill, upon which 
the War Department has been asked to 
comment, provides as follows: 

That the commanders of the First Corps 
Area, the Second Corps Area, the Third Corps 
Area, the Fourth Corps Area, the Fifth Corps 
Area, the Sixth Corps Area, the Seventh Corps 
Area, the Eighth Corps Area, the Ninth Corps 
Area, the Hawaiian Department, the Philip 
pine Department, and the Panama Canal De 
partment of the United States Army shall be 
given the rank and title of lieutenant general 
of the Regular Army, and shall be entitled 
to all the courtesies appertaining thereto as 
ure now provided by law: Provided, That 
nothing in this Act shall operate to increase 
the pay and allowances of the commanders 
of the aforementioned corps areas and depart 
ments, or of anyone who may hereafter be 
appointed to such command. Provided fur 
ther, That the rank and tithe hereinbefore 
provided shall not be conferred upon anyone 
neting as corps area or department comman 
der during the absence of such commander or 
while the position is vacant. 





General Marshall to Brazil 

The Brazilian Government has invited 
Brig. Gen, George C. Marshall, Deputy 
Chief of Staff of the United States Army, 
recently designated as Chief of Staff to 
succeed General Malin Craig, to visit 
Brazil during the latter part of May and 
the first days of June. 

General Marshall sailed from New York 
on the USS Nashville May 10 for Brazil 
accompanied by the following staff: Col.

tion in the Army upon termination of 
their tours of duty as Reserve officers on 
active duty, stated that the warrant offi- 
eers and men affected by the legislation 
should be protected by legislation in the 
event that they were called to duty as 
Reserve officers due to their experience 
and value,

bill which would grant to the Spanish-

with the next higher rank.

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Navy Opposes Personnel Bill | 

The Navy Department this week recom- 
mended against the enactment of a bill 
that would suspend for one year the re- 
tirement of fitted commanders, not desig- 
nated for retention, and lieutenant 
commanders under 46 years of age who 
have twice failed of selection. The Secre- 
tary of the Navy, in recommending un- 
favorably on the bill, stated that the 
primary purpose of the measure is to 
keep certain officers of the Naval Academy 
on active duty in order that their retired 
pay may be increased, The Navy Depart- 
ment noted that these officers, of the 
classes of 1917 and 1918, were the first to 
suffer from the disallowance of time 
served as a midshipman for pay purposes, 
but stated that it favors granting con- 
structive service at the Academy to all 
Naval officers, rather than legislation 
benefiting specific groups. 

The Secretary of the Navy said: 

The DILL TLR 4935 “To curtail the retirement 
of young and able officers in the line of the 
Navy resulting from the faulty administra- 
tion of the Navy Selection Act of June 23, 
1938", was referred to the Navy Department 
by your committee with a request for views 
and recommendations relative to the measure, 

The bil would suspend retirements for one 
year of those commanders who have been se 
lected as fitted but not retained on active 
duty, and of those lieutenant commanders 
who have failed twice of selection, and who 
have not become 46 years of age on June 30, 
1930 

It also provides that this group be given 
one more opportunity for selection in that 
the commanders would be considered by a 
subsequent selection board for retention on 
the active list, and the lieutenant commanders 
for selection as fitted to the rank of comman 
der, Except for the provisions set forth above, 
the promotion, retirement, and guarantees of 
service of these officers would be governed 
by the Act of June 23, 1039, 

Those who might benefit from the provi- 
sions of this bil are twenty-two members of 
the Naval Academy class of 1917 and twenty 
members of the class of 1918, As the mem 
bers of this group have received careful and 
complete consideration under the present 
personnel laws, it is apparent that the pri 
mary purpose of the bill is to retain them on 
active duty an additional year in order that 
their retirement be delayed until 140, when 
the retired pay of each would be greater by 
about $480.37 per annum. 

The Navy Department appreciates the fact 
that those members of the Naval Academy 
Classes of 1917 and 1018S are the first to be 
retired under the selection laws who do not 
receive credit in the computation of pay for 
service as a midshipman at the Naval Acade 
my since In the Act of March 4, 1918 (37 Stat., 
S01) us amended (44 USC 280), credit for 
such service was denied to individuals enter- 
ing the Naval Academy thereafter, 

Hence, classes graduating in 1917 and 
subsequently will all be retired with a lower 
rate of pay than is provided for earlier 
classes. As this is a continuing condition, if 
rectification of this situation is desired, the 
proper method would be to restore credit for 
midshipman service and not by special legis- 
lation for specific groups. 

If enacted, the bill would result in an addl- 
tional cost to the Government of approxi- 
mately $201,171, during the fiscal year 1940, 
this amount representing the difference be 
tween retired pay and active duty and allow- 
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ances, Additional retired pay as a result of 
deferment of retirement for one year is ap- 
proximately $21,127 per annum, 

The Navy Department recommends against 


enactment of the DILL HR 4935. 





Would Deny Higher Pay 

Declaring that “the mere fact of ser- 
vice during war should not carry with it 
a reward for any officer of a service the 
primary purpose of which is to wage war 
in defense of the nation,” Secretary of 
the Navy Claude A. Swanson this week 
in a letter to the House Naval Affairs 
Committee voiced the Navy Department’s 
objection to the enactment of a bill that 
would grant lieutenant commanders who 
served in the World War retirement with 
the rank and pay of a commander, 

Secretary Swanson stated that the 
only reason the Navy Department ac- 
quiesced to the granting of retirement 
with the rank and pay of lieutenant com- 
manders to World War lieutenants was 
because the Army had similar provisions 
in corresponding grades, 

In his letter to the committee, Mr. 
Swanson stated: 

The bill IE. R. 4986, “To amend the Navy 
Selection Act of June 23, 1938S, to correct in 
justices and discriminations resulting from 
the faulty administration of said Act,” was 
referred to the Navy Department by your 
committee with a request for views and ree 
ommendations relative to the measure. 

Under existing law lieutenants who served 
in the Navy or Naval Reserve Force prior to 
Nov. 12, 1918, and who shall have completed 
not less than 21 years of service shall, on re 
tirement, after failure to be placed on a pro 
motion list, be advanced to the grade of lieu 
fenant commander on the retired list) with 
the retired pay of that grade, 

It is the purpose of the bill TE. RR. 49286 to 
extend the principle described above to lieu 
tenant commanders who served prior to Nov, 
12, 1918, and to retire them in the rank of 
commander with the retired pay of that 
grade, 

From time to time measures have been in- 
troduced in Congress to provide that all off 
cors who served during the World War be ad 
vanced one grade upon retirement, The Navy 
Department has opposed such proposals be 
enuse it is considered that the mere faet of 
service during the war should not carry with 
it « reward for any officer of a service the 
primary purpose of which is to wage war in 
defense of the nation, 

The provision in existing law for the retire 
ment of World War lieutenants with the rank 
of lieutenant commander was sequiesced in 
by the Navy Department only for the reason 
that a similar provision exists for officers of 
the Army of corresponding rank. 

It is estimated that the cost of enactment 
of the bill TL. R. 4936 would be approximately 
$6,648 for the fiscal year 140. In 1941 there 
would be an additional cost of at least $8,625, 
representing increase in retired pay of lieu 
tenant commanders who have already twice 
failed of selection as best fitted and of ad- 
judgment as fitted. There would be a further 
increase in that year for officers who have 
once been passed over and may fail of selec- 
tion or adjudgment by the next selection 
board, An annual increase would continue 
until the members of the Naval Academy 
class of 1922 who may fail of promotion are 
retired on June 30, 1943. The Navy Depart 
ment recommends against enactment of the 
Bill TH. R. 4936. 





President Urges Stuart Promotion 


Senator David I. Walsh, Chairman of 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee, said 
this week that President Roosevelt has 
addressed a letter to the Naval Affairs 
Committee urging the confirmation of 
Captain Harry A. Stuart, Director of 
Naval Petroleum Reserves, to be a rear 
admiral. 

Senator Walsh would not make public 
the President's letter, stating that he 
would rather wait and present the letter 
to the Naval Affairs Committee before 
revealing its contents. Senator Walsh de- 
clared that the President, in the letter, 
reviewed Captain Stuart’s record and 
cited the need for retaining the Navy’s 
petroleum reserve expert on active duty. 

Captain Stuart’s nomination has been 
before the committee for nearly two 
months without action. Senator Walsh 
said this week that he believes that the 
President’s letter will throw a new light 
on the nomination and that the committee 
will favorably report the nomination.

Urges Relief Society Support 

Pointing out that the average annual 
contribution of individuals in the Navy 
to the Navy Relief Society during the past 
five years has been only 36 cents. Ad- 
miral William TD. Leahy, chief of Naval 
Operations and society president, urged 
better support of the organization. 

Especially should the officers and men 
at sea—the principal beneficiaries of the 
society’s work—increase their contribu- 
tions, Admiral Leahy said. 

“The record of contributions afloat and 
ashore for the past 15 years will illus- 
trate very clearly the fact that although 
the vast majority of the personnel is 
afloat, the ones on shore have been the 
most active in their contributions,” he 
pointed out. “The following amounts have 
heen contributed in the last 15 years: by 
ships of the fleet, $321,146.60; by shore 
stations, $477,919.98. 

“Thus the minority ashore has beaten 
the majority afloat by nearly $157,000, 
During 19238 ships contributed $28,911.80 
while auxiliaries sent in $38,041.14. When 
one considers the much greater number 
of officers and men afloat than on shore 
the contrast is certainly not favorable for 
the Fleet. 

“The superior degree of suecess of the 
shore stations is due in great degree to the 
tireless activity of Navy wives and daugh- 
ters and it is earnestly suggested that the 
wives and daughters of the officers serv- 
ing afloat use their utmost influence to- 
ward getting better results afloat.” 

Calls upon the Navy Relief Society will 
increase with the expansion of fleet and 
shore establishments, Admiral Leahy 
stressed, pointing out that the society 
handles all those cases of individual need 
which the government cannot care for. 
It maintains beds in hospitals, provides 
for nursing service, and is increasing an- 
nually the loans it makes without inter- 
est to the enlisted force, 

“In the vear 1938 over $365,000 were 
loaned without interest to families suf- 
fering sudden affliction. Tad these men 
heen able to borrow from other sources 
they would have had to pay extortionate 
rates of interest.” The average for the 
past five vears, Admiral Leahy said, was 
$260,000, Urging increased contributions 
from every man in the Navy, he pointed 
out: 

“The suggestions contained in the an- 
nual reports of the past few years as to 
the amounts which officers and men 
should contribute each year cannot be im- 
proved upon, viz., commissioned officers 
of and above the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander, $2.50; other commissioned offi- 
cers, $2; warrant officers, $1.50; enlisted 
force receiving $30 or more per month, $1; 
all other enlisted men, 50 cents. This 
would provide $99,400 for yearly needs, or 
over three times as much as was con- 
tributed by the Fleet during the past 
year.” 





New Admiral for Reserve 

The Secretary of the Navy approved 
this week the recommendation of a Naval 
Reserve selection board that Captain John 
Anderson Schofield, USNR, be promoted 
to Rear Admiral, to succeed Rear Adm. 
George W. Bauer, USNR, who will retire 
June 1. 

Admiral Bauer was the first officer of 
flag rank in the Reserve; Captain Scho- 
field will be the second. 





Attrition of Admirals

of June 28, 1988 (52 Stat. 951; 34 U.S. C. 398 
a). 
This board consists of the Chief of Naval 
Operations, the Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Fleet, and the Commander of 
the Battle Force. A rear admiral twice con- 
sidered but failing of recommendation by the 
board would be retired on June 30 of the fiseal 
year in which he failed the second time to be 
recommended. 

The effect of enactment of section 1 would 
be to make selection by a board of officers a 
condition precedent to the receipt of the in- 
crease of pay enjoyed by rear admirals of the 
upper half of that grade. This is a new 
principle injected into personnel legislation 
and is one which, it is believed, would result 
in distinct detriment to the service. 

Section 2 of the bill would provide for the 
retirement of any rear admiral who has not

served with higher rank, on June 30 of the 
fiscal year in which an officer junior to him 
attains the rank of admiral or vice admiral 
for service afloat. 

It is felt that the effect of this section 
if enacted, would be either to force the detail 
of officers to posts of high command in the 
Fleet in the strict order of seniority, or to 
bring about the retirement of capable flag 
officers to whom some junior has been pre- 
ferred, because of special abilities, in the 
designation to a particular post. 

For example, it might become desirable to 
assign an able, though junior, flag officer 
qualified in aviation to command the Aircraft 
Squadrons of the Battle Force. At the pres- 
ent time this command carries with it the 
rank of vice admiral. In such a case section 
2 of the bill HT, R. 3531 would require the re 
tirement of all flag officers senior to the newly 
appointed Commander of the Aircraft Squad 
rons of the Battle Force who had not previ 
ously served in some station wherein they 
were commissioned as admiral or vice ad 
miral. 

There exists in such a case the alternative 
of retiring capable officers or of refraining 
from appointing the junior to a command in 
which his services are needed, Either alter 
native is undesirable. For this reason the 
Navy Department recommends against en 
netment of section 2 of the bill TI. R. 3531. 

Enactment of the bill IL R. 3531 would re 
sult in no increased cost to the Government 
until such time as the total authorized officer 
strength of the line of the Navy is attained. 
Rather there would result a saving since the 
difference between the active duty pay and 
allowances and the retired pay of each rear 
admiral retired would be greater than the in 
creases in pay of the officers who would be 
promoted one grade each to fill the vacaney 
created by retirement. 

The Navy Department recommends against 
enactment of the bill TL. R. 3531.

THE ACTION OF THE HOUSE MILITARY COMMITTEE in calling upon the 
ARMY AND Navy Journat to present the results of the Army promotion survey which 
it is conducting, is evidence of the purpose of Chairman May and his Associates to 
consider the legislative desires of the Commissioned Personnel. In other words, the 
Committee obviously is determined to prevent Army morale from being weakened as 
has been that of the Navy as a result of the operation of the Selection System. There- 
fore, it is not content to act solely upon the testimony which the responsible War 
Department authorities will give, important as it may be, but proposes to take into 
consideration the views of the officers who will be affected. This is a healthy pro- 
cedure, totally different from that pursued by the House Naval Committee, which in 
the past has reported promotion measures and amendments, based upon Depart- 
mental preparation and advocacy, and with, on occasions, only a few officers testifying 
in fear of their careers, in opposition. With the results of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
poll spread upon its records, the Military Committee will obtain an accurate appraisal 
of the thought of the Army Commissioned Personnel. To be sure it will rest to some 
extent upon the effect of proposed legislation upon the personal fortune of an indi- 
vidual, but as comments upon the cards thus far received indicate there are many 
officers who respond only with the best interests of the Country and the Service in 
mind. Thus, when the mosaics are fitted into place, there will be a true picture of the 
conclusions derived from experience, which the entire Personnel has reached. Nothing 
could be more valuable for the guidance of Congress. Therefore, it behooves every 
officer who has not filled in his card to do so and mail to us at once. The greater the 
number of replies, the more accurate will be the presentation we can make from time 
to time to the Committee. So write your answers on our questionnaire and post, 
knowing that in so doing you are placing Congress in a position to act or not to act 
intelligently. We repeat that as soon as tabulated, cards are destroyed, so that the 
replies will be in every respect sealed in confidence. 


AS THE LAW NOW STANDS, the reenlistment allowance again becomes effec- 
tive on July 1, 1939 and payments will be resumed to men reenlisting in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard after that date. Thus, it would appear that 
the fight so long waged has been successful and that this important item in the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNat’s “Priority List” can be stricken out as having been 
achieved. However, friends of the service in and out of Congress must exercise the 
utmost vigilance to prevent a recurrence of last year’s maneuver by which the 
opponents of this item of service pay slipped the restrictive provision in one of the 
last appropriation bills being passed at the close of the session. If such tactics 
are attempted this year they will most likely be tried in the Senate, for House 
appropriation leaders, impressed by the overwhelming support given the reenlistment 
allowance on the floor of the House, have stated that they will make no further 
attempts to prohibit it. But in the other chamber, Senator Byrnes of South Caro- 
lina, who has been the strongest proponent of denying this item of pay to the service 
enlisted men, has frankly stated that he will continue his efforts. Likewise at the 
Bureau of the Budget it is said that despite the previous action of Congress in 
voting down their restriction they still believe the payments should be denied and 
will act accordingly. Thus, it behooves those who have the best interests of the 
service at heart to be increasingly watchful as this session draws to a close, so that 
any éffort to reinsert the restrictive provision may be brought out into the light 
where it can be beaten on its merits. 

Further support of the need for the payments is now on record in the hearings 
on the Navy Appropriation bill. Representative Scrugham, chairman of the sub- 
committee, displaying some interest in the subject, questioned Capt. H. J. Abbett, 
USN, of the Bureau of Navigation, who replied that “The reenlistment gratuity may 
be considered in two ways, one of which is to augment the meager pay of men in 
the Navy, and the other is as an incentive for reenlistment. It is highly desirable 
that our men who have been trained should reenlist. It is also desirable, in my 
opinion, to augment the meager pay that they are getting.” These views apply with 
equal force to the other armed services and constitute the reason the majority of 
Congressmen insist the payments shall be made.

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Foreign Affairs—Although Hitler is known to be preparing to move on Danzig and 
the Polish Corridor, it is pointed out that the British Government would never have 
permitted the King and Queen to visit America were there a prospect that war would 
result from the expected German action. 

Thus, although the period of truce is likely to continue, the maneouvres in the 
game of Power Politics are proceeding with feverish activity. Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain now has invited Russia to enter into a pact by which it is to fight for the 
integrity and independence of the smaller states of Europe only after the British and 
French are on the battlefield. In this connection, he indicated the fears of the states 
which are members of the Anglo-French orbit—Poland, Roumania, Turkey and 
Greece—that communist influences would be exerted amongst their peoples if they 
should effect an agreement with the Soviets. From Moscow come reports which show 
German overtures, and there appears to be no doubt that Stalin and his associates are 
welcoming them. In brief, Russia is pursuing a course which inclines toward Ger- 
many, but at the same time leaves her free to act as her interests dictate. ‘The Scandi- 
navian States 
to be neutral. As a partial answer to the defiance of Poland with respect to Danzig 
and a road across the Polish Corridor, Hitler and Mussolini announced the trans- 
formation of the Anti-Comitern Pact into a Military Alliance. As the Alliance existed 
in fact, the announcement made no change in the situation. Spain is expected to join 
the combination whenever the situation requires such action. Because of unwilling- 
ness to drive Russia into the arms of Great Britain and France, Japan is withholding 
participation in the Axis Alliance, although it long has been obvious that there already 
is in existence an understanding that she will support the Authoritarian Powers of 
Europe. 

From the reaction to the mediation proposal of the President, which the Pope 
repeated, there would seem to be no present prospect of an international conference, 
nor of acceptance of the good offices of either of these high dignitaries. Hitler in 
his latest speech flatly rejected the President's proposal, and only Italy has shown 
any interest in the suggestion from the Vatican, Great Britain and France as well 
as Germany, have indicated their unwillingness to accept Papal mediation. In other 
words, at this time the European Governments prefer to proceed by direct negotia- 
tion, and the application of pressure. In the case of Hitler and Mussolini this is not 
surprising, nor is it particularly so with respect to Great Britain and France, when 
consideration is given to the policy Chamberlain has been pursuing. Information 
from London is to the effect that the Prime Minister was greatly upset by the 
President’s identic note to the Dictators, It appears that he had induced France to 
agree to concessions to Italy, and Poland to Germany, but after the note was pub- 
lished, Paris and Warsaw, feeling they had American support, reverted to their old 
position of intransigeance. It is understood Chamberlain has resumed his efforts to 
induce Poland to come to an understanding with Germany, and France with Italy, 
but whether they will be successful depends upon the plans of Hitler and Mussolini. 
In the meantime, the President is remaining silent, but is watching for an opportunity 
to be useful, and to reply to the strictures of the Fuehrer. 


Army Ordnance Department—The fact that it will take over two years to complete 
the rearmament program using the facilities of both the Army’s arsenals and private 
industry, was termed by Maj. Gen. C. M. Wesson, chief of ordnance, an indication 
that there should be no further delay in the National Defense Program. “While we 
do not intend to increase the capacities of the arsenals,’ General Wesson said, “we 
do, however, intend to make full use of their existing facilities”. At that, he pointed 
out, about 75 per cent or $150,000,000 of the three pending appropriation bills will go 
directly or indirectly to industry. 

Discussing the importance of arsenals, General Wesson said, “We depend on the 
arsenals for research and development in connection with new designs and for im- 
provements to be incorporated in existing materiel. We depend on them to uncover 
production difficulties in our designs, and to establish sound methods of manufacture. 
The arsenals are essential for training our inspection personnel, Their experience 
and methods of manufacture established by them will be freely made available to 
industry. I hope this program will have a beneficial effect on industry. We know it 

- will have a beneficial effect on the arsenals. Having both industry and the arsenals 
manufacturing the same items will be wholesome. The arsenals need competition 
for the same reasons that private industry does.” 

The Ordnance chief also stressed the importance of replacing antiquated ma- 
chinery in the arsenals. For this purpose $16,000,000 will be required, he said, and the 
$6,000,000 now approved by the Senate and under consideration by the House of 
Representatives for this purpose will enable a beginning to be made, Needed for the 
Initial Protective Force, said General Wesson, are guns and bombs for a large per- 
centage of the 3,180 plane increase yoted by Congress, and also necessary are field 
and coast defense guns, ammunition, tanks, combat cars, armored cars, anti-aircraft 
guns and fire control equipment. About $22,000,000 of the $40,000,000 appropriated 
for educational orders will be applied to items of ordnance, stated General Wesson. 
“We hope for much from these orders”, he said. “We have striven for years for some 
such program. We can thank Honorable Louis Johnson, the Assistant Secretary of 
War, for putting it over. These orders should accomplish in some degree the follow- 
ing: A test of our specifications and drawings, proof of our production designs, a 
production study showing for the item the methods to be used in its production, crea- 
tion of gages, dies, jigs, tools and fixtures, and manufacture of a sufficient quantity of 
the item to test the methods developed by the particular company.” 

General Wesson estimated that the educational orders would go to some 250 
plants.

Navy Host to Half Million—A half million persons are believed to have visited 
the 38 ships at New York, it was stated this week at the Navy Department. Lt. Comdr. 
B. L. Austin, of the Navy press section, returning to Washington after a tour of 
duty at the publicity office in New York City, stated that between April 29, when the 
first units were open for inspection, and May 10, about 350,000 persons either went 
out to the vessels anchored in the Iiudson River or visited the smaller craft at the 
docks. The number of visitors now is believed to be around the 500,000 mark. 

To carry the public to the vessels, motor launches, filled to capacity, operated 
from ship to shore constantly, all day long. Private boats, operating under special 
concession, also carried a share of the traffic. At the time of his return, Commander 
Austin stated that not a single man of the 10,000 in New York had been arrested for 
any act, of major or minor importance. 


Corps of Civil Engineers—Capt. Glenn 8S. Burrell (CEC), has been ordered detached 
from duty as public works oflicer, Norfolk Navy Yard, Virginia, to duty as public 
works officer, Naval Operating Base, Fifth Naval District. Lt. Comdr. Frederick R. 
Ilewes (CEC), has been ordered from duty at the Norfolk Navy Yard, to duty in the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, Navy Department. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—Contract for construction of two cranes for new ship- 
building ways at the Charleston Navy Yard was awarded this week by the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks on a bid of $147,000. One of the cranes is to be completed within 
210 days, the second within 240 days. Award was also made of a $10,349 contract 
for conditioning the landing field at Monogram Farm, Nansemond County, Virginia. 


Deputy Chief of Staff—With the cancellation of the orders for Brig. Gen. Dan I. 
Sultan to come to Washington, speculation again arises as to who will be selected to 
succeed Brig. Gen. George C. Marshall as deputy Chief of Staff when the latter takes 
over his new duties as Chief of Staff of the Army. Though official confirmation was 
lacking there seems to be no doubt but that General Sultan was the original choice. 
Ilis orders to proceed to Hawaii were cancelled and he was ordered to report to the 
Chief of Steff in Washington. However, before there was time for the order to be 
complied with they too were cancelled and new orders issued again directing him to 
command the 22nd Infantry Brigade, at Schofield Barracks. Under these circum- 
stances the most logical assumption would be that General Sultan’s personal wishes 
were taken into consideration and he was permitted to return to command of troops— 
a type of duty from which he has been absent for some years because of special 
assignments, 

The name most frequently heard in Washington as a likely selection for the post 
of deputy is that of Brig. Gen. George Grunert, who has been a general officer less 
than three years. It is understood, however, that no decision has been reached. 
General Marshall will not return from Brazil until June 22 and it would not appear 
likely that a selection will be announced until then. THis nomination to be chief of 
staff read “with rank from Sept. 1, 1989,” which is the day after General Craig passes 
to the retired list. Nevertheless, should General Craig elect to take some of the 
accumulated leave remaining to his credit, General Marshall would take over as acting 
chief of staff at that time. 


Movements of Coast and Geodetic Survey Ships—Uaving made the St. Johns River, 
Ila., hydrographic survey, ordered for its winter field season, as far south as the 
southern end of Lake Ilarney, the U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey launch Mikawe 
reached Norfolk, Va., on April 18. After the completion of annual repairs, summer 
work will be taken up along the south coast of Cape Cod, between Falmouth and 
Chatham, : 

The survey ships Oceanographer and Lydonia sailed from Norfolk on May 1 to 
resume operations on offshore hydrographic surveys in the Montauk Point to Nan- 
tucket Lightship area. This particular project extends from Delaware Entrance to 
Nantucket Lightship and should be completed during this summer season after four 
years of work, The eastern limit of the survey, in the general vicinity of Nantucket 
Lightship, is a junction with the 1980-1932 survey of Georges Bank. 

The tender Gilbert finished the hydrographic revision work ordered of lower 
Hudson River, from about 50th Street to Yonkers. An unusually close survey was 
made to insure against uncharted dangers to the fleet of Naval vessels in attendance 
at the New York World’s Fair. After annual repairs, to be made in New York, the 
Gilbert will prepare for the 1989 summer season’s work in Nantucket Sound and on 
Nantucket Shoals. 

The survey ship Ilydrographer on April 24 resumed hydrographic surveys of 
the Gulf of Mexico, between latitude 27° north and the Mexican boundary. Started 
two seasons ago, this project, extending from Heald Bank to the Mexican boundary, 
will be closed about the middle of this summer, 

The U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey also reports the following activities of its 
ships in Alaskan waters: 

The survey ships Surveyor and Pioneer left Seattle to resume survey operations 
in the Aleutian Islands, begun in 1934, These surveys are progressing westward and 
are practically complete to the western end of Umnak Island, with control extended 
as far as the Islands of Four Mountains. The Discoverer will continue surveys east- 
ward along the south coast of Unimak Island and the Alaskan Peninsula from Uni- 
mak Pass. Surveys in this area are practically complete as far east as Sanak 
Islands. Surveys this season will be extended toward the Shumagin Islands. The 
Guide will begin original surveys in Bering Sea starting at Cape Sarichef and 
extending northeastward along the north coasts of Unimak Islands and the Alaskan 
Peninsula, toward Bristol Bay. 

The Glacier Bay surveys that were started last season will be resumed this 
year by the motor-vesset Westdahl. Two more seasons will probably be required for 
the completion of this project. 

The various ships have left Seattle, the larger vessels to base on Dutch Harbor 
and the Westdahl at Hoonah. Each of the larger vessels will run lines of soundings 
across the Gulf of Alaska enroute to and from the working grounds. The ships Guide 
and Pioneer will return to San Francisco at the end of the season and the Surveyor 
and Discoverer to Seattle. 

The ship Explorer will begin surveys about the middle of this month of inside 
waters tributary to the northern part of Puget Sound, Wash., centering around Ana- 
cortes and approaches to as well as the harbor of the Port of Bellingham.

Nitrogen Activation—A potential source of high explosives, doing away with the 
necessity of using glycerol in the manufacture of nitroglycerin, was revealed recently 
at the 97th convention of the American Chemical Society by Prof. Henry B. Hass, 
head of the department of chemistry, Purdue University. Prof. Hass accidentally 
discovered a new means of activating nitrogen, when a pot of chemicals became too 
hot, spoiling the intended experiment, but revealing that there had been a great in- 
crease in the production of substances which had formerly been produced only in 
minute quantities. 

Ordnance Department officials here stated that the new discovery could not have 
the importance here that it does in foreign countries, where nitroglycerin is used to a 
much greater extent in explosives. This country has clung to nitrocellulose, holding 
that is safer to manufacture and is less erosive, that is, it wears out gun barrels less 
rapidly. In Great Britain about 30 per cent nitroglycerin is used in powder manu- 
facture, The glycerol used in the production of that explosive is rather expensive, 
and becomes much more so during wartime. The supply of glycerol is extremely 
limited because it is a byproduct of fats. 

Though the new explosive would primarily—if it can be produced satisfactorily 
—replace nitroglycerin, it might of course have properties which would render it 
superior to nitrocellulose. So far the experiments of Prof. Hass have been carried out 
only in the laboratory, though a commercial firm is working with the chemist on ex- 
periments to manufacture the new explosive and test its properties. Its components 

-water, air and natural gas, plus sulfuric acid used as a catalyst in the last stages— 
are cheap enough, and if processing is equally economical and manufacture on a 
commercial scale is safe, the experiments of the Purdue chemist may have given a new 
explosive to the world, valuable both in peace and war. 

As Prof. Hass described his process ethane and methane, both found in natural 
gas, are converted to nitroethane and nitromethane by vapor phase nitration of 
natural gas. Condensed with formaldehyde, explosives are formed, which have pro- 
visionally been called nib glycerol trinate and nib glycerol dinitrate. They can be 
used in place of nitroglycerol or glycol dinitrate.

Wilhelm lL, Friedell, Commander, Minecraft, Battle Force, has re- 
ceived orders to duty as Commander Submarine Force, United States Fleet, to re- 
lieve Rear Admiral Freeman. 


Corps of Engineers—For the third successive time Army Engineers have been 
balked in their efforts to obtain bids on a gasoline-driven locomotive low enough to 
permit purchase, and are now about to let contract on a diesel-electric engine. The 
locomotive will be turned over to the Ordnance Department for use at the Raritan 
Arsenal. , 

The Army AND Navy Journat of Feb. 11 carried stories on the third opening of 
bids on the gasoline driven locomotive, a 30-ton engine capable of drawing 22 cars, 
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These bids, however, were found too high. The new bids call for a locomotive similar 
in type, but smaller than those in use on the railroads, in which diesels drive gen- 
erators which produce current to propel the train. Army engineers, however, had 
sought to obtain a locomotive in which the diesels or gasoline engines were directly 
employed to turn the wheels, as a motor car is driven. To accomplish this a hydraulic 
transmission was developed by the corps and a new type clutch was evolved with the 
assistance of commercial experts and the Navy Department. The clutch, tested by 
the Navy at its New London submarine base, was found superior to any in commer- 
cial use, and capable of handling engines of more than 300 horsepower. 

Accordingly bids were asked in the spring of 1987 on a locomotive incorporating 
the clutch and transmission, it being the intention of the engineers to pay part of the 
cost of the locomotive up to about $25,000, with the manufacturer paying possibly a 
similar sum to develop the engine. Hlowever, no bids were received. The engineers 
then drew complete designs of the locomotive they wanted and asked bids a second 
time in the winter of 1938, and though bids were received this time, they were too 
high, manufacturers being unwilling to spend money in developing a model which they 
feared would be unsatisfactory, 

The Army, confident of the practicability of its design, had stated that it was sure 
of the performance of its locomotive, but manufacturers still felt that it would be un- 
wise to spend money for a locomotive which would be of no use to them, 

The third invitation, in the autumn of 1938, still failed to produce bids within 
the ability of the engineers to pay. By this time, the Ordnance Department was in 
immediate need of its locomotive, so bids are now being asked on the conventional 
type of engine, 

Still confident in the practicability of its design, the engineers will ask new bids 
on it sometime in the future. They hope an opportunity will come to order several 
engines, thus making the offer more attractive to manufacturers. The direct drive 
engine, they feel, has many advantages over the diesel-electric, gasoline-electric, 
or steum-electric, A 30 to 35 ton direct drive engine, they say, will do the work of a 
40 to 49 ton electric engine. Besides, maintenance costs are less, and efficiency is 
greater, 

Next year’s Class at the Engineer School, Ft. Belvoir, Va., will number 40 stu- 
dents—one more than the 39 who will graduate on June 16. Of the 40 who will begin 
classes on Sept. 14, 18 will come from Cornell University ; 14 will come from the 17 
engineer oflicers now studying at Massachusetts Institute of Technology, and eight 
will come from the 10 at the University of California. The other five will come 
from the field.

Finance Department—Because Maj. Gen. Fred W. Boschen, chief of finance, is an 
old hand at moving, the transfer last month of the Army Finance Department from 
the third floor of the Munitions building to Corcoran Courts was accomplished with- 


out a single hitch. 


Blueprints of the floor space in Corcoran Courts were obtained, 


and after arrangement of offices was determined upon, numbers were chalked upon 
the floor to correspond with numbered tags placed upon every article of furniture 


and equipment to be moved. 


The Finance Department wound up its business day at the Munitions building 
April 21, and on April 22 the new offices were substantially in order, permitting 
activities to continue without interruption. By April 25, every item was in place. 

Once before, in 1922, General Boschen, then a colonel, moved the Finance from

Organization of the 12 ships in cruisers, 
battle force, into three instead of four 
squadrons will be carried out effective 
July 1, 

Two new cruisers, the St. Louis and the 
Phoenix, will be assigned to the cruisers 
late in 1939, 

Elimination of Cruiser Division 2 will 
make possible assignment of four cruis- 
ers each to Divisions 3, 8 and 9. At pres- 
ent 3 and 8 have four vessels each, while 
9 has only two, and Division 2, which 
started with only two vessels, the Trenton 
and Memphis, lost the Memphis to Air- 
craft, Scouting. 

The lone vessel in that division, the 
Trenton, will go to Division 3 temporarily.

Aircraft Research 


Representative John M. Costello, of 
Calif., has introduced a bill to authorize 
the appropriation of $10,000,000 for the 
construction of an aeronautical research 
laboratory at Sunnyvale, Calif. 

The construction of this laboratory has 
| been a highly controversial question at 
| this session. The House Appropriations 
Committee eliminated the $10,000,000 
item from the Second Deficiency Bill, but 
the Senate, in passing the deficiency 
meusure, included the Sunnyvale project, 
At the conference between the House and 
Senate conferees, the House conferees in 
sisted that the Sunnyvale item come out 
of the bill. The Senate receded from its 
stand and the laboratory was lost. 

Mr. Costello's bill has been referred to 
the House Military Affairs Committee, 
and hearings will be held in the near 
future. Observers feel that much of the 
House sentiment against the Sunnyvale 
project is influenced by the fact that 
Virginia representatives are afraid that 
if «a giant Inboratory is erected on the 
west coast the present establishment at 
Langley Field, Va., will lose its import 
| ance as a research center.

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HE Chief of Staff, the Chief of Naval 
Operations, the Commandant of the 
Marine Corps and their wives are some 
of the lucky ones who have received invi- 
tations to the garden party the King and 
Queen of England are to give in Wash- 
ington on June 8, at the British Embassy. 
As members of the President’s Cabinet 
and their wives are also on the personally 
selected list made by Lady Lindsay, wife 
of the Ambassador, the Secretary of War 
and Mrs. Woodring and the Secretary of 
the Navy and Mrs. Swanson are also of 
the company who will attend this func- 
tion which is to be conducted along the 
same lines as a royal garden party at 
Buckingham Palace. 

Because the embassy is in the District 
of Columbia, between the two states of 
Maryland and Virginia, the governors of 
those states have also been sent invita- 
tions. Others of the thirteen hundred 
guests invited are the Supreme Court, 
the members of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations committee, the House Foreign 
Affairs committee and chairmen of all 
standing committees. Wives of course 
are included. Some four hundred out-of 
town guests have been asked, and the rest 
of the company will be made up of the 
personal friends of Sir Ronald and Lady 
Lindsay. 

The annual garden party in celebration 
of the King’s birthday, always bears the 
significant words—‘*Weather permitting”. 
Not his party to-be. It will take place 
rain or shine, with tents set up in the 
lot adjacent to the Embassy garden, a 
bit of land owned by England, but not 
of the garden. There one can seek shelter 
if need be, and as all guests are expected 
before the arrival of the King and Queen 
on the scene, and not to be permitted to 
leave until their Majesties retire—such 
shelter offers solace. The doors of the 
embassy will be open three-quarters of 
an hour before the King and Queen are 
to appear. Strawberries, a_ traditional 
feature of an English garden party, with 
cream, and of course, tea will be served 
under striped marquees to sustain one 
while one awaits the appearance of the 
King and Queen, who will then make a 
tour of the gardens, the King escorted 
by the Ambassador; the Queen by Lady 
Lindsay, and their suites. Several such 
tours down lanes of guests will take place, 
and some of the especially distinguished 
guests like the heads of Diplomatic Mis- 
sions; Mrs. Roosevelt, if she comes—and 
probably she will, the Secretary of State 
and his handsome wife, Mrs. Hull, will be 
conducted to the portico, where their 
Majesties will be served tea, The invita- 
tions were received Tuesday in Washing- 
ton, and imposing cards they are. Bearing 
a golden crown at the top, they have un- 
der it, the personal cypher of the King 
and Queen—"“G.R.E.” the R for Rex, in- 
stead of the usual official royal coat of 
arms of the British Empire. 

The wording is as follows—‘The 
British Ambassador has received their 
Brittanic Majesties commands to invite” 
So and So. As Lady Lindsay has pointed 
out only the Ambassador has been “com- 
manded” no one else. After acceptances 
have been received cards of admission to 
the embassy will be sent each one invited. 
No crashing of the gates! 

The State Department has appointed 
Maj. Gen. H. A. Drum and Rear Admiral 
James O. Richardson as Military and 
Naval Aides to the King during his visit. 
And the State Department has drafted a 
proper reply to the invitation cards, for 
all in doubt as to the right procedure.

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Amend Line Bill 

Senator Claude Pepper of Florida has 
introduced a bill which provides for the 
amendment of the Navy Line Selection 
Act of June 23, 1938 to provide that “any 
commissioned officer of the Navy who is 
promoted to the grade of commander by 
reason of adjudgement as fitted for pro- 
motion, but who is not recommended by 
the report of a selection board for reten- 
tion on the active list shall be retained 
on the active list until he shall have com- 
pleted 28 years of commissioned service,” 
provided that he entered the Naval ser- 
vice between April 6, 1917 and Noy. 12, 
1918 and has served continuously from 
the date of his entry into the service until 
the date of his promotion to commander 
as a naval aviator. 





Protection for Canal 

The House of Representatives early 
next week will pass the War Department 
Civil Functions Appropriations Bill for 
1940, carrying appropriations totalling 
$305,188,514 for rivers and harbors, flood 
control, cemeterial expenses, the Alaskan 
Communication System, the Soldiers 
Home and the expenses of the United 
States High Commissioner to the Philip- 
pine Islands. The bill contains appropria- 
tions totalling $24,774,924 for the Panama 
Canal Zone. The bulk of the Panama 
Canal fund, $14,700,000, is for the con- 
struction of protective features around 
the Panama Canal. These features in- 
elude a large amount of bomb-proofing. 
It is expected to complete the program 
of bomb-proofing and other protective in- 
stallations by June 20, 1941. In addition 
to the above appropriation, contractual 
authority for the expenditure of $2,300,- 
000 is provided, 

Debate on the measure has closed and 
only the formality of a vote remains to 
pass the bill.

OBITUARIES 


Brig. Gen. William C. Brown, Cav., 
USA-Ret., died at Denver, Colo., May 8. 


General Brown was born at Traverse des 
Sioux, Nicollet County, Minn., December 19, 
ISM. He graduated from the U. S. Military 


Academy, West Point, in June, 1877. and was 
commissioned a second lieutenant of Cavalry. 


During his military service General Brown 
completed courses at the Infantry-Cavalry 
School in 1883, and the Army War College, 


Washington, ID. C., in 1910, 

General Brown participated in the Bannock 
Indian campaign, IS78; the Sheepeater Indian 
campaign, 1879, and in the Sioux Indian cam 
paign, 1800-91. 

While Captain of Cavalry, General Brown 
actively engaged in the battle of Santiago de 
Cuba, July 1, 1898, in the Spanish-American 
War, and for his gallantry shown in this en 
Zagement he was recommended for Brevet of 
Major. On July 10 and 11, he also partici- 
pated in the bombardment of Santiago. 

In December, 1809, General Brown went to 
the Philippines where he participated in oper 
ations against the Filipino insurgents during 
the first half of 1900, commanding at various 
times stations at Taguig, Paete, Malabon and 
Pasig. He was Inspector-General, 4th Dis 
trict, Department of Northern Luzon, July, 
1900, to April, 1901, and during this period he 
participated in actions at Santa Cruz, October 
13, 1900, and Malimba, January 25, 1901, where 
he killed the bandit, Lieutenant Colonel 
Tomas Tagunton. 

He went to Mexico on the Punitive Expe 
dition, commanding the 10th Cavalry March 
16 to May 3, 1916, and participating in the 
engagement with Beltran’s band of Villistas 
at Aguas Calientes, April 1, 1916. 

He was detailed as Inspector, Quarter- 
master Corps, at the General Headquarters, 
American Expeditionary Forces, until Decem 
ber 19, 1918. He was cited by the Commander 
in Chief, AEF, for his exceptionally 
meritorious and conspicuous services in this 
capacity, meriting the Distinguished Service 
Medal. 


General Brown also held the Silver Star 
Decoration for gallantry in action against 
Spanish forces at Santiago, Cuba, July 1, 


1898 ; the Service Medals of the Indian Wars, 
Spanish-American War, Philippine Insur- 
rection, Mexican Punitive Expedition, and 


the Victory Medal, France. 
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General Brown retired a colonel in Decem- 
ber 19, 1918, and was promoted brigadier 
general, retired, February 28, 1927. 

In October, 1919, following his retirement, 
and for several years subsequently, General 
Brown was employed without compensation, 
in an advisory capacity, in the Subsistence 
Division, Quartermaster General's Office, on 
work pertaining to Emergency Rations and 
in preparation of a Reserve Ration for the 
Army. Under dates of December 26, 1919, 
and January 21, 1921, it is of record in the 
Quartermaster General's Office that this volun 
tary service resulted in a saving to the 
Government of over $300,000. Subsequently 


at the request of the Chief of Infantry he 
prepared for instruction purposes at the In 
fantry School data relating to history and 


development of Emergency Rations. 
General Brown is survived by a cousin, 
Mrs. Samuel M. Lindsay, of 20 Claremont 
Avenue, New York City.

Lt. Col. George Engelman Turner, USA- 


Ret., died at Redlands, Calif., Nov. 10, 
1938. He was born in St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 
30, 1882, the son of Maj. Gen. John W. 


Turner and Blanche Soulard Turner, Gen- 
eral Turner was a graduate of the Mili- 





tary Academy, class of 1855, who served 
with distinction in the Civil War as a 
Brigadier General of Volunteers, (brevet 
Major General, U. S. Army) and resigned 
from the Army in 1871, to settle in St. 
Louis where he was prominently iden- 
tified with financial and business enter- 
prises, 

Turner was” graduated from the 
Western Military Academy at Alton, THli- 
nois, and was commissioned as a 2nd lieu 
tenant, Illinois National Guard in 1900, 
Ile then entered Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology where he joined Phi Beta 
Epsilon fraternity. Tis appointment to 
West Point, at large, gave him the oppor- 
tunity he most desired, to follow his 
chosen profession. 

At West Point Turner's lovable human 
qualities made him the center of a group 
of his classmates who were always de 
voted to him. He was sensible, level 
headed, with a maturity of judgment that 
made him a wise counselor and helpful 
friend to his fellows. 

Graduating: with his 
Turner was commissioned a 
tenant of Infantry, and served with that 
branch at Ft. Crook, Nebraska, and in the 
Philippine Islands. Transferring to the 
Coast Atrillery Corps in 1907, he there 
after served with that branch until the 
outbreak of the war in 1917. During the 
World War he served as Division Ord 
nance Officer, 84th Division, with rank 
of Lientenant Colonel. 

Due to physical disability Turner was 
retired on July 1, 1920, with the rank of 
major, and on June 21, 19830 he was ad 
vanced to the rank of lieutenant colonel 
on the retired list. 

In 1908 he married Edith 
daughter of Col. Edward T. Brown, 
(Field Artillery), class of 1873. Their 
three children George F., jr., Edith, and 
Edward B.. are now living in Redlands 
with Mrs. Turner. 

After his retirement Turner’ settled 
with his family in Redlands, Calif., where 
a man of his social philosophy and back- 
ground found a congenial and comfort- 
able environment. He established himself 
and assumed again a routine of duty and 
quiet accomplishment that brought him 
the affection and respect of his Redlands 
friends. 

Of his life there, one of them writes 
“Intimate friends of Colonel Turner, who 
knew of the disabilities under which he 
labored, were always amazed at his ac- 
tivities in matters of community interest.

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Anti-Tank Weapons

tanks are more feasible. They may also 
be used in the attack, though with an 
explosive shell, against conerete _pill- 
boxes or troops. For defensive use 
against tanks an armor-piercing shell is 
used, which does not explode, but which, 
after piercing the tank, will ricochet 
about the interior, causing considerable 

damage. 

The story of the development of the 
87 mm antitank gun and of the calibre 
£0 heavy machine gun is the old story 
of first making a gun which will pierce 
any armor, and then of making armor 
which will deflect all missives. The gun 
now has the edge, and seems to have the 
advantage in the future, since increasing 
the armor of the tank adds to its weight 
and reduces its maneuverability. 

The calibre .50 machine gun, the sec- 
ond weapon of value in antitank defense, 
though its effective range is not that of 
the 37 mm gun, is a battalion weapon. 
Two are. assigned to the heavy weapons 
compuny of each battalion. Also of value 
in combatting tanks is the 81 mm mor- 
tar, of which there are two in each bat- 
talion. 

Infantry officers also remember’ the 
lesson of the Spanish Civil War, where 
many tanks were put out of commission 
by infantrymen who threw bottles of 
gusoline aguinst them. The gas, set afire 
when it hit the hot exhaust pipe, ignited 
the tank, burning its crew or forcing them 
to leave the machine, 

Actual American experience against 
the tank is confined to the World War, 
and little enough was gained there, for 
though only the old 387 mm and the 75 
mm field gun were available for use 
against tanks, the Germans had no tanks 
to speak of. However, the lessons of 
Ethiopia and Spain stand out, showing 
the means by which tanks can be fought, 
even with inadequate weapons... and 
the Infantry does not believe its anti- 
tank weapons inadequate, 

Its antitank guns, they are sure, can 
hit and stop the attacking tank. 

However, one weapon has been proved, 
the U. S. Army believes, not practicable 
for use against the armored tractors, and 
that is the hand weapon. A gun fired 
from the shoulder, if it has a muzzle 
velocity sutlicient to give its projectile 
armor-piercing qualities, has such a tre- 
— “kick” that soldiers cannot fire 
t. 

The story is told of a German prisoner 
being questioned about the rapidity of 
fire of the hand antitank guns found on 
the battlefield. “I don’t know,” he was 
Suid to have replied, “because no one was 
ever able to fire one more than twice.” 
The tremendous recoil so bruised the 
shoulder of the firer that further use of 
the weapon was impossible.

Nomination Objection Withdrawn 
Senator Charles W. Tobey, of N. H., 
late this week withdrew his objection to 
the nomination of Capt. John H. Towers, 
USN, to be Chief of the Navy Bureau of 
Aeronautics, and the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee reported it favorably. 

Earlier in the week, the Secretary of 
the Navy addressed a letter to Senator 
David I. Walsh, Chairman of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee, in which he 
declared that “Captain Towers is an ofli- 
cer of the highest integrity and ability, 
in whom I have complete confidence, and 
I should be very sorry indeed to see any 
reflection of his character result from any 
misunderstanding with respect to the 
Navy airship procurement action.” 

It is understood that Senator Tobey 
withdrew his objection to the nomination 
of Captain Towers due to the fact that 
the Navy Department has decided to re- 
advertise for bids on the dirigible author- 
ized in the Navy Expansion Act. Senator 
Tobey had charged that the Navy De- 
partment did not follow correct proceed- 
ure in advertising for bids on the dirigi- 
ble. The House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, in reporting the 1940 Navy Appropria- 
tion bill last week, protested against the 
small size of the projected airship and 
recommended that a larger vessel be 
built. The Navy Department in response 
agreed to ask for new bids on a larger 
type vessel. 

The Secretary of the Navy’s letter con- 
cerning Captain Towers follows, 

It has come to my attention through the 
public press that the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee of the Senate has been asked to hold up 
the appointment of Capt. J. H. Towers, USN, 
as Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics. I 
gather from the contents of the article ap- 
pearing in the press that the reason given 
for the foregoing article has to do with some 
alleged action of Captain Towers in connec- 
tion with the bids recently advertised by the 
Navy for the construction of an airship. 

The preparation of the specifications for 
the airship in question were drawn up under 
the supervision of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. The Judge Advocate General 
prepared for approval of the Secretary of the 
Navy advertisements for bids, invitations for 
bids, and form of contract to be furnished 
prospective bidders. Captain Towers had no 
part in this matter except to keep himself 
informed as to the status of the case in his 
capacity as Assistant Chief of the Bureau. 
Furthermore, I wish to state emphatically 
that, in any case, every detail of the Navy 
Department's action in connection with these 
matters has been handled in an entirely cor- 
rect manner and merits no criticism what- 
ever, 

Captain Towers is an officer of the highest 
integrity and ability, in whom I have com- 
plete confidence, and I should be very sorry 
indeed to see any reflection of his character 
result from any misunderstanding with re- 
spect to the Navy airship procurement action. 


War to Lose Two Agencies 

Under President Roosevelt’s second re- 
organization plan, unless disapproved by 
Congress, the War Department will lose 
two agencies, the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs, which shall go to the Interior De- 
partment, and the Inland Waterways 
Corporation, which shall go to the De- 
partment of Commerce. 

In addition, the Lighthouse Service, 
Commerce Department, will be trans- 
ferred to the Treasury Department for 
administration by the Coast Guard, and 
the Office of Director General of Rail- 
roads and the War Finance Corporation 
shall be abolished, and their functions 
transferred to the Treasury Department 
and wound up by that department as 
rapidly as possible. Final dissolution of 
the War Finance Corporation must be 
made not later than Dee. 31.

Biggest Maritime Day 

Three steam training ships and one 
square-rigger will arrive at Washington 
May 21 for celebration May 23 of Mari 
time Day. Among the vessels will be the 
American Seaman, the finest training 
ship in the world. Built as the Edgemoor 
in 1919, at Seattle, she was rebuilt as a 
training Ship at Sparrows Point, Md., at 
n cost of $1,000,000, She sailed to New 
York May 10, and will leave that port 
May 18, with a crew of enrollees from 
the Maritime Service training station at 
Hoffman Tsland. 

Coming with her to Washington will 
he the Joseph Conrad, sailing vessel sta 
tioned at Hoffman Island; the Nantucket, 
Massachusetts’ State school ship, and the 
Annapolis, Pennsylvania’s State school 
ship. 2 

The vessels will dock at the Washing 
ion Navy Yard. All vessels will be open 
for publie inspection on May 22 from 2 
to 7 pam, and on May 23 from 9 a.m. to 7 
pan. They will leave May 24 for their 
home ports, but the American Seaman 
will sail again about June 1 on her first 
training cruise, and will make stops of 
three days each at) Pensacola, Mobile, 
New Orleans, Gulfport, and Galveston, 
during which she will be open to the 
public. 

A tuncheon will be held aboard the 
American Seaman on May 22, to which 
ure invited the House Merchant Marine 
nnd Fisheries Committee, the Senate 
Commerce Committee, the Maritime 
Commission, the Commandant of the 
Washington Navy Yard, the Commandant 
of the Coast Guard, and the chief of the 
Coust Guard's Maritime Service. 

Legislation Progresses

lk War Department this week gave 

permission for splitting of the 122nd 
Infantry, Georgia National Guard, and 
after addition of the personnel of the 
264th Coast Artillery Battalion of that 
state, for formation of two new regi- 
ments—one of 155mm. howitzers and one 
of coast artillery (antiaircraft). 

The breakup of the 122nd was request- 
ed by the oflicers of that unit. A poll of 
the commissioned personnel showed them 
in favor of the redesignation by a sub 
stuntinl majority. The 122nd is not at- 
tached to any division, 

Although the 264th Coast Artillery will 
be merged into the two new regiments, it 
will be recreated in Florida, at places to 
he designated by the adjutant general of 
that state. 

To be created in Georgia, sometime 
after Sept. 1, when the 122nd and the 
Yudth have completed summer training, 
are the 179th Field Artillery, of 63. offi 
cers, one Warrant oflicer, and 640 enlisted 
men, and the 214th Coast Artillery, of 
IS ollicers, one warrant officer, and 722 
men. Both units will be corps or army 
troops. Assignments to the units will be 
left to Georgian National Guard oflicials, 

Since the 12nd Infantry has only 66 
ollicers, one warrant officer and 1,066 
men, and the 2Z6ith Coast Artillery Bat- 
tution has 11 officers and 125 men, 34 new 
ollicers, one warrant officer and 171 men 
must be added. These will be enlisted 
and commissioned out of the fourth 5,000 
man increment for the National Guard 
Which becomes effective July 1. Out of 
that increment also must come the 
Florida coast artillerymen, 

Probably there will not be any great 
nmount of relocating of units done as a 
result of the redesignations. Battery A 
nod battalion headquarters of the 264th 
are now at Statesboro and Battery B is 
at Washington, Georgia,

lor the first time since 1982, the Na 
tional Guard Bureau will have at its dis 
posal funds to allocate to the several 
states for camp construction. The Army 
bills give the bureau $1,000,000 for ex- 
clusive camps, that is, camps operated by 
the states solely for their own troops, and 
SOO0O.000 for concurrent camps, or camps 
Which are part of Army posts at which 
National Guardsmen train, 

Maj. Gen. Albert Uf, Blanding is now 
studying the necds of the various states, 
and within about two weeks expects to 
announce the allocations for each state. 

It is probable that the two newest ex 
elusive camps of the National Guard 
Camp Toccoa, in’ Georgia, and Camp 
Guernsey, in Wyoming —will come in for 
their share of the funds, 

Camp Guernsey was recognized by the 
National Guard Bureau this spring and 
Will be open as a recognized camp for the 
first time this summer, though last sum- 
mer troops trained there under cunvas 
entirely, Camp Toccoa should be open 
by next summer. 

The addition of the two camps brings 
the number of camps to 4S in 48 states. 

Camp Guernsey is 100 miles north of 
Cheyenne. It consists of 5,200 acres of 
state-owned land, of which the state re 
cently bought 1839 acres on which the 
cump proper is constructed. Last year 
Wyoming rented the small tract. To train 
at Guernsey this summer, from June 10 
to June 24 are the 115th Cavalry, Com 
pany © of the 116th Quartermaster Regi 
ment and the state staff and state de 
tachment. 

Camp Toccoa, in the northeast part of 
Georgia, five miles southwest of Toccoa, 
will ultimately consist of 17,000 acres and 
will accommodate the entire National 
Giuard of Georgia, except possibly the 
Coast Artillery units which now go to 
surrancas, Florida. 

At present, units of the Georgia militia 
go to Camp Jackson, S. €.; Ft. McClellan, 


Ala., and to the Army post at Ft. Ogle- 
thorpe, Georgia. The 121st Infantry and 
the 122nd Infantry had been tentatively 
scheduled for Toccoa this summer, pro- 
vided the camp was completed, but it is 
how apparent that the former will go to 
Camp Jackson and the latter to Ft. Me- 
Clellan, both from July 16 to July 30, 
The present approximate acreage of 
Toccoa is 8,000,—all land acquired by the 
Department of Agriculture as sub-mar- 
sinal lnnd, and later turned over to the 
War Department. The War Department 
reconveyed it to the State of Georgia dur- 
ing the past year. The government is still 
purchasing land about the camp, and 
Will ultimately reconvey it to the state. 


War Department Contracts 
The following awards of contracts 
were announced this week: To the Quar- 
termaster Corps, $392,662.89, of which 
S34S8,281.08 was for motor vehicles, $39,- 
S43.50 for clothing, and $4,536.91 for con- 
struction items. The motor vehicle 
awards included an item of $280,916.73 
for 51 solo motorcycles and 562 motor- 
eyeles with sidecars, and $67,365.25 for 
104 weather and communication trailers.

The President made clear this week his | 
opposition to tax revision at this session, | 
his shock and displeasure at the Senate 
proposal to grant 376 million dollars of | 
farm benefits more than the budget esti- 
mated, his resentment of the criticisms | 
of the New Deal contained in resolutions | 
adopted by the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, and his determination to | 
have the bituminous coal strike ended, | 
and the mines brought again into opera- | 
tion. In connection with his purpose to | 
maintain existing taxes through the 
adoption of a simple resolution by Con- | 
gress extending the schedules in force for | 
another year, he threw down the gauntlet | 
to Senator Harrison, Chairman of the | 
Senate Finance Committee, and other in- 
fluential Democrats of the Senate and 
House, who wish to remove tax deter- | 
rents. Mr. Harrison is particularly insis- 
tent upon the repeal of the remnant of the 
surplus profits and capital gains taxes, 
but the President feels that such taxes 
are essential not only for revenue pro- 
ducing purposes, but as a means of cor- 
poration and wealth reform, His proposal 
to extend present taxes was rejected by 
the Senate leaders. In the hope of induc- 
ing them to change their attitude and 
accept it, he agreed to have a thorough 
study made of the tax situation so that 
action might be taken at the next session. 
However, it is realized at the Capitol 
that it would be extremely difficult to 
get a tax bill through Congress on the 
eve of national election. Congress is in 
rather a strategic position in this mat- 
ter, since refusal by it to extend the taxes 
would mean their termination on Decem- 
ber 31 next, which would seriously em- 
barrass the Treasury. Negotiations are 
under way with a view to developing a 
satisfactory compromise. Brig. Gen. Rob- 
ert E. Wood, Chairman of the Board of 
Sears, Roebuck, who was drafted as busi- 
ness advisor to Secretary Hopkins, this 
week tendered his resignation, which was 
accepted. While the relations of the Sec- 
retary and General Wood are most cor- 
dial, and the latter explained that it was 
necessary for him to return to his busi- 
ness affairs, reports are current that he 
retired because he feared a business coor- 
dination program was not in prospect. 
The President was sharply critical dur- | 





ing the week of the additional farm parity 
and other payments which the Senate 
added ‘to the farm bill, insisting that the 
increase of the deficit estimated for the 
next fiscal year would be inadvisable, and 
that any appropriations beyond those 
fixed in the budget would have to be met 
from revenue derived from new taxes. 
This criticism played a part in the rejec- 
tion by the Senate of the Administration 
proposal for a bounty of 113 million dol- 
lars on cotton exports. The President is 
using his influence with the House to in- 
duce it to refuse assent to the farm parity 
increase and to grant the cotton sub- 
sity. However, there is a disposition in 
the House as in the Senate, to throw 
economy overboard, as shown by its action 
in adding 50 million dollars for river and 
harbor improvements, which, however, it 
subsequently agreed should be subtracted 
from the appropriation to be made for 
next year’s relief. The President advised 
House leaders that if this appropriation 
were not made, he would allocate the 
amount desired from relief funds, but the 
House proved unwilling to trust him and 
ndopted the provision as above stated. 
Secretary of Commerce Hopkins criticized 
the United States Chamber of Commerce 
for its refusal to cooperate with the Ad- 
ministration. He charged that it “spread 
a lot of gloom” by calling for economy, 
tax revision and repeal of the wage and 
hour law to promote business recovery. 
The President, angered by the Chamber's 
attitude, it is said, will not modify his 
attitude, and is even reported to plan 
further spending and lending. There are 
conferences between the American Feder- 
ation of Labor and National Labor Rela- 
tions Board with a view to an agreement 
on umendments to the National Labor Re- 
lations Law, but it is doubtful that any- 
thing tangible will result, especially since 
the CIO is demanding that the law con- 
tinue unchanged. It is unlikely that Con- 
gress will pass the Lee Bill, favorably 
reported by the Senate Military Commit- 
tee, providing for a system of forced loans 
under which every man and woman with 
more than $1,000 to his credit would be re- 
quired to lend the Government five per 
cent or more of his net worth at one 
per cent interest. As the bill is a revenue 
measure, such proposals must originate in 
the Tlouse, so that action by the Senate 
first would make the act unconstitutional.

Merchant Marine 

The Capillo, first of the four steam- 
ships the Maritime Commission will op- 
erate in the Puget Sound-Orient trade 
through its managing agent, the Pacific 
Northwest Oriental Line Ine., left Nor- 
folk this week for the West coast to en- 
ter the service. 

Three other vessels, the Coldbrook, 
Satartia and Collingsworth, are also des 
tined for the service. All four are op- 
eruted in the North Atlantic-Europe 
trade through managing agents. 

The Capillo has aboard a crew, ob 
tained according to the usual practice of 
the Maritime Commission, from U. 8. 
Shipping Commissioners. Most are mem- 
bers of the National Maritime Union, 
since the east coast unions, unable to win 
contracts with the commission, got around 
that difficulty months ago by sending all 
their men to the shipping commissioners’ 
officers to fill their registers. 

What will happen when the Capillo and 
the other vessels reach the west coast to 
begin the Oriental service cannot now be 
foretold. Harry Lundberg, Sailors Union 
of the Pacific president, has warned that 
unless crews are obtained from union 
halls on the west coast, a strike may be 
called. And Harry Bridges, ClO oppon- 
ent of Laundberg’s AFI union, has 
promised that his men will not cross 
picket lines if Mr. Lundberg calls a 
strike. 

Mr. Bridges and other west coast union 
leaders appeared before the Maritime 
Commission last Friday to insist on use 
of union crews on the vessels, The com- 
mission Monday made its reply, rejecting 
Mr. Bridges’ proposal. Asked if it will 
support the Wallgren bill or suggest a 
satisfactory amendment, it stated that 
it must communicate its views on bills 
to Congress before they are released to 
the public, and these views must be for 
warded through customary channels. 

To the question, “Will the commission 
direct the master of each vessel in the 
Puget Sound-Orient service to use his 
best judgment in selecting the crew from 
whatever sources are available?’ the com 
mission replied, “No.” Shipping commis 
sioners must be used, it said. 

The Wallgren amendment would pro 
vide for detinition of managing agents as 
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employers under the National Labor Re- 
lations Act. This is what both CIO and 
AFL maritime unions are fighting for, 
and would in effect, make the managing 
agent the employer of sea labor, not the 
commission, and would permit an em- 
ployees’ organization to be certified as the 
bargaining agencies for the crews. 

A high official of the Bureau of Marine 
Inspection and Navigation, which main- 
tains shipping commissioners in the va- 
rious ports, told the ARMY AND Navy 
JouRNAL this week that registration of 
seumen with the commissioners was op- 
tional, and that no priority was main- 
tained on the list so that each master or 
employer may select from them such 
names as he chooses, 


Lines to be Chartered 


If the Maritime Commission is devyel- 
oping a major headache over its institu- 
tion of a tri-weekly shipping service to 
the Orient from Seattle and Tacoma, it 
will probably get rid of some lesser aches 
within a few days. 

It was learned on reliable authority 
that awards will be made before the end 
of the month on bids received from U. 8. 
Lines for charter of the American Hamp- 
ton Roads-Yunkee Line (eight vessels 
from North Atlantic ports to U. K. and 
German ports), the American France 
Line (four vessels from North Atlantie to 
French Atlantic and Channel ports) and 
Oriole Line (four vessels to British and 
Irish ports from North Atlantic ports). 

Almost confirming this report was the 
selection of the four vessels for the Seat- 
tlhe-Orient service for all four are among 
those in the services up for charter, 
Terms of the charter permit the govern- 
ment or the bidder to substitute vessels

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for the service, and the commission has 
some serviceable vessels formerly op 
erated by Sprague turned back to it by 
Moore-McCormack, when that company 
began operation of the American Repub- 
lic’s Line to South America with vessels 
chartered from the government. 

The commission may either put those 
vessels in the trans-Atlantic trade, or 
lease to U. S. Lines when it awards 
charter contract—the option of putting 
vessels of its own on the trans-Atlantic 
services,

Two more C-2 cargo vessels will be 
launched in a double ceremony May 20 
at the yards of the Federal Shipbuilding 
and Dry Dock Co., Kearny, N. J. Launch- 
ing of these vessels was predicted in the 
April 29 issue of the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL, but since that date the name of 
the Comet has been changed to the Red 
Jacket. The second vessel is the Chal 
lenge. 

toth vessels have been assigned to the 
American Hampton Roads Line, which 
runs from Baltimore, Norfolk, Newport 
News and Philadelphia to London, Ham 
burg, Bremen, Hull, Leeds and Dundee. 

The original clipper Red Jacket held 
the trans-Atlantic eastbound passage 
record from New York to Liverpool for 
sailing vessels, having in 1854 made the 
passage in 13 days, one hour. The record 
was made on her first voyage and dur 
ing the last six days she averaged 355 
miles in each 24 hours—or nearly 15 
knots. The new C-2’s are rated at 15% 
knots. 

The Red Jacket was built at Rockland, 
Maine, from which place comes Mrs. Ed 
ward (. Moran, jr., wife of the Maritime 
Commissioner, who will sponsor the ves- 
sel. Rockland will also have its own cele 
bration in August when the Red Jacket 
holds her trial runs off that city. It is 
reported that a historical society will 
erect a tablet at that time to the original 
Red Jacket. 

The Challenger will be sponsored by 
Mrs. Thomas M. Woodward, wife of the 
vice chairman of the commission. 

Launching of the two vessels will bring 
the number of commission vessels 
launched under the ten-year shipbuilding 
program to nine. The C-2’s Donald Me 
Kay and Lightning, and the tankers 
Cimarron, Markay, Seakay, New Orleans 
and Neosho have already taken the 
water.

His book, TO A PRESIDENTS 
TASTE, contains 457 recipes, and while 
he names the favorites of Vresidents 
Harding and Coolidge, as well us choices 
of their ladies, the tendency is to set 
forth the fancier dishes with suitable 
recipes for cooks preparing dinner for S 
to 12 persons. A bride may, in some 
cases, experience difficulty with fractions 
in adapting recipes for two. Most brides 
will have some difficulty with “President 
Coolidge’s Farewell Cavier in Eggs on 
Toast,” particularly when it} comes to 
pressing hard boiled eggs “to the shape 
of an apple’ under water. Some of the 
boneless fowl dishes fall in the special 
ist’s category. Nevertheless, there are 
many easy ones—and his secrets of sea 
soning and sauces make the dishes. The 
Navy will like particularly his rice and 
curry dishes. 

There are about 18 excellent Chinese 
recipes —chop sueys, Chow meins, ete. It 
is believed that soy sauce and «a little 
rice wine give these dishes their distine 
tive flavor. Quan possibly kept a nip of 
sherry and brandy aboard the Presiden 
tial vacht Mayflower in the stirring 
days of prohibition, but, of course, only 
for flavoring purposes, 

It is regretted that the book has ne 
index-—but all recipes are arranged un 
der general heads with “stuffed alliga 
tor pears” following “cherry wine.” 

[ee Ping Quan takes as his motto 
“It is not good to be without a cook, but 
it is very much worse to have a bad one.” 
If letters of the distinguished personal 
ities who ate his food may serve as a 
guide, Quan takes his place in the front 
rank of international chefs. He did the 
lovers of fine food a service by printing 
some of the secrets of the art. He did 
the Navy a service by gaining a pre 
eminence in his field.

Bandmasters’ Bill Re-Introduced 


A bill intended to give Army and Na- 
tional Guard bundmasters commissioned 
status has been re-introduced by Repre 
sentative J, Joseph Smith, of Connectient, 
into the House of Representatives. 

A similar bill was discussed by the 
Committee on Military Affairs last year, 
and although supported by musical or 
ganizations failed of passage due to op 
position of the War Department. 

The bill provides that) bandmasters 
With less than five years’ service shall 
rank with second lieutenants and band 
masters with more than five years’ ser 
vice shall rank with first lieutenants, and 
that there shall be one bandmaster for 
each band of the Army. 

It is further provided that prior active 
bund-leader service as chief musician, 
master sergeant, warrant officer, commis 

sioned and enlisted in Regular Army or 
| National Guard, shall be eredited toward 
computing the rank present band lead 
ers shall receive on first appointment, 








The legal limitations on the number of 
| commissioned officers permitted for the 

Army would be increased to permit: com 
| missioning of bundleaders and the num 
| ber of warrant officers would be corre 
spondingly decreased,

Warrant and Enlisted Status
